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FISCAL ANALYSIS

ASSUMPTION

Officials from the Department of Revenue said recipients of purple heart plates are only
required to pay the $15 special plate fee at the initial time of application and not at renewal time.
In FYOI, 193 owners applied for new purple heart plates.

The Motor Vehicle Bureau will insert a flyer with each special/personalized plate renewal notice
informing the applicant that these fees are being eliminated. The MVB anticipates the cost for
policy revisions, envelopes, flyers and postage will be minimal and will absorb through existing
resources.

REVENUE IMPACT
Since there were only 193 new applicants for purple heart plates in FYO1 it is anticipated that the
revenue loss will have minimal impact.

Oversight assumes approximate lost revenue for:

FY04 & FY05

Officials from the Missouri State Highway Patrol anticipate no fiscal impact.

state revenue and defer to the Department of Revenue for revenue impact.
